The final report of the inves­ 
tigation board was made public 
to­ 
day with an accompanying statement 
from Secretary 
Weeks 
declaring 
there w’as controversy between Amer 
lean and Italian authorities involved. 
The report stresses the statement 
that all the facts of the disaster can 
never be known. 
Those who might 
have known what sent the ship plun­ 
ging to earth in a swift nose dive to 
be destroyed by fire on the ground, 
perished in the wreckage. 
Physical 
evidence that might have told 
the 
story w’as consumed in the flames. 
The air service report draws from 
the disaster certain lessons. It holds 
in the future such airplane should be 
inflated only with non-explosive he­ 
lium gas; that prevention should be 
made so that the ship’s commander 
could drop all or any part of 
the 
ships ballast instantly; so that 
he 
could also dron all 
gasoline 
fuel 
auks and so that he could cut 
off 
all motors instantly with a central 
m aster switch. 
The board found that no ballast 
had been dropped before the Roma 
struck earth; that two 
of her six 
Liberty motors were still 
running, 
pulling her earthward and that the 
gasoline fuel as well as the hydro­ 
gen in the great bag wos responsible 
for the terrific fire that followed the 
crash.

TO AID VICTORY 
NOTE EXCHANGE 


Secretary of the Treasury 
Prepares For Refund of 
Short Dated Debt. 


By Associated Prest. 
WASHINGTON, July 26.—Banking 
institutions were called upon today 
by Secretary Mellon to extend their 
facilities for the exchange of out­ 
standing four and three-fourths per 
cent victory notes for the new four 
and one-quarter 
per 
cent treasury 
notes offered as part of the federal 
program for 
refunding 
the short 
dated debt. 
In a letter to bankers, the treasury 
secretary 
explained 
that 
approxi­ 
mately $4,500,000,000 of the nation's 
short dated debt must be refunded. 
“The refunding of this debt,” he 
said, “most of which will have to be 
accomplished within the next ten 
months, presents a problem of first 
importance. 
The 
$300,000,000 
or 
thereabouts, of treasury notes offered 
for subscription on the usual terms 
will provide for the treasury certifi­ 
cates maturing August I and for the 
treasury’s remaining 
cash 
require­ 
ment between now and September 
15, 1922. 
By 
January 
I, 1923, out­ 
standing victory 
notes 
will 
h a /e 
been reduced to about $1,000,000,000. 
Mr. Mellon states that by June 30, 
1922, the gross 
public 
debts had 


been reduced to about $22,963,000,000, 
a reduction 
of about 
$1,052,000,000 
during the past: 14 months. 
He de- 
c ared the treasury, through its re­ 
funding operations 
nas 
distributed 
about $2,250,000,000 of early matur- 
1 ing debts into treasury notes falll if 
due in 1924, 1925 and 1526. 
“As a result of these operations,” 
he said, "the amount of outstanding 
I victory notes has been reduced from 
I o \er $4,050,000,000 on April 30, 1921, 
: to a!>out $1,990,000,000 on June 30, 
1922, and the amount of outstanding 
treasury certificates 
from over $2,- 
800,000.000 to about $1,825,000,000. In 
addition there are aoout $625,000,000 
of war saving certificates of series 
of 1918 w'hich 
become 
payable on 
January I, 1923, so that on June 70, 
1922, there still remained outstand­ 
ing about $4,440,000,000 of short dat­ 
ed debt, maturing in the current fis­ 
cal year.

DROP IN VALUE OF 
FARM 
PRODUCTS 


By th© Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, July 26—The pur­ 
chasing power or exchange value of 
farm products slumped four points 
between March and June to 72 per 
cent of the 1913 basis in the latter 
month, according to statistics made 
public today by the department of 
agriculure. The buying power of 
farm products in terms of other pro­ 
ducts stood at 76 per cent in March 
having advanced from 65 per cent in 
January, which was a rise of three 
points over the low mark touched in 
November, 1921. 
From December to 
March, 
the 
statistics disclosed, the 
output of 
farms increased in price more rapid­ 
ly than did commodities the farmer 
needed to buy. Since then the price 
movements have been reversd.

100,000 STOLEN AUTOMOBILES. 
The New York Herald, which has been 
Snaking a somewhat detailed investigation 
of automobile stealing in the United States, 
estimates that not less than 100,000 cars 
[with an estimated value of $100,000,000 
are stolen in this country every year. 
The 
Herald's estimates are based 
upon exact 
figures for 28 cities. In New York, Chica­ 
go, Detroit, Cleveland, Los Angeles, Kansas 
City, Portland, Denver, San Francisco, St. 
Louis, Seattle, 
Indianapolis, 
Boston, Salt 
Lake City, Oakland, 
Omaha, 
Columbus, 
Cincinnati, Oklahoma City, Albany, New- 
*< port, Buffalo, York, Pa., Grand Rapids, 
^ Richmond, Dayton, Lowell and Evansville 
37,554 cars are known to have been stolen 
in 1921. 
Of these 26,517 have been re­ 
covered. 
The figures for the 28 cities over 
a period of four years indicate that at least 
a fourth of the cars stolen are never re­ 
covered. 
The fact that many of the stolen cars are 
covered in part by insurance does not help 
the general

Railroad News 


Railways Buying Cars 
CHICAGO. July 26.—Railroads of 
the country purchased 88,172 freight 
cars in the first six months this year 
compared with 23,346 for all of last 
year, according to compilations 
of 
the Railway Age. 
They bought 
482 
locom otives in six months, compared 
with 239 bought in 1921, 
and 
1,232 
passenger cars in contrast 
to 
246 
during the year 1921. 
In the first three w eeks of July or 
tiers were placed for 111 locomotives, 
9,475 freight cars and eleven passen­ 
ger cars. 
“The m ost interesting 
feature of 
these figures,” the Railway Age says 
“is that while the car and locomotive 
buying this year has not been exact­ 
ly spectacular or record breaking, it 
has gone on during a period 
when 
there was a car surplus 
and 
when 
there were a large number of 
bad 
order cars 
and unserviceable 
loco­ 
m otives. 
The buying movement has 
continued during a severe coal strike 
and seem s to have suffered little it 
any retardation from the effects 
of 
the shopm en’s strike. 
“The car and locomotive 
market 
has been greatly assisted 
by lower 
prices. 
Steel under frame box cars 
have been obtained in recent months 
at approximately $1500 or $1600, steel 
hopper and gondola cars at $1600 to 
$1800. Refrigerator cars cost at pres­ 
ent about $2700. 
Typical locomotive 
prices are $40,000 for a Pacific 
and 
from $37,000 to $42,000 for a Mikado. 
Six w heel ’ sw itching 
locomotives 
have been bought at about $30,000 to 
$33,000. 
“Passenger coaches have been se­ 
cured at about $20,000. 
These prices 
represent market decreases irom the 
high prices which ruled in 1920.” 


STOCKHOLM,

26. — “The 
period of readjustm ent is in pro­ 
gress, and a new business cycle has 
begun.” 
The general economic and 
commercial 
conditions 
of 
Sweden 
are thus summarized by the Swed­ 
ish Foreign Office in its quarterly 
review just issued. 
Based on re­ 
ports from the leading financial and 
industrial concerns of the country, 
although characterized by the most 
conservative appraisal of the gen­ 
eral business situation, the review 
strikes on the whole a decidedly 
optim istic note. 
It points out that this year’s bud­ 
get has been marked by reductions 
in all the groups of public expendi­ 
tures, that direct taxation has been 
reduced, and that further reductions 
of railway freight and postal charges 
are being made. 
Liquidation, 
the 
most important 
phase of the deflation process, ap­ 
pears to be largely over, according 
to the review, as gathered from the 
! marked rise in the price of indus­ 
trial stocks, and the long and hard 
fought process of adjusting 
wage 
levels seem s to be nearing its con­ 
clusion. 
The review’ calls attention to the 
pronounced stabilization of the ex­ 
change rate in the neighborhood of 
par, while the purchasing price in­ 
dex 
parity 
between 
the 
United 
States and Sweden shows a very 
marked return to normal conditions. 
Recent report from Sweden’s key 
industries confirm the forecast of 
brighter conditions. 
The iron and 
textile industries, which were hard­ 
est hit by the post-war depression, 
show 
increasing 
signs o' revival. 
The timber industry reports export 
sales 
amounting 
to 
over 
425,000 
standards, which is many tim es the 
figure reported for the first half 
of last year. 
The iron ore export 
reports shows unusually heavy fig­ 
ures, which the wood pulp Industry 
is working at 70 to 80 jercent. of 
capacity.
